IN CITY SERVICES, 
POELKER SAY 


NEEDED 


Deficit Is $2,571,000 
Because Income Has 
Fallen Behind Alder- 


men’s Forecasts, He 
Points Out. 


‘FREEZE ORDER’ 


Ended Fiscal Year 
Was $1,205,000 Less 
Than Aldermen’s 
Appropriation. 


Municipal services will have 
to be cut drastically because 
the city’s income has fallen far 
behind the expectations of the 
Board of Aldermen, Comptrol- 
ler John H. Poelker stated 
today. 


Despite spending $1,205,000 
less than was appropriated by 
the board, the city ended the 
fiscal year last Tuesday with a 
= of $2,571,000, Poelker 


It now appears that the city 
must further reduce its expen- 
ditures by $3,221,000 less than 
was spent last year, and by $4.- 
425,000 less than was appropri- 
ated for last year, he reported. 

Expenditures for last year 
were $60,650,000. A total of 
$61,855,000 was authorized by 
the Board of Aldermen. 


Income Under Estimate. 

Income, however, was $58,- 
423,000, $3,442,000 less than 
the aldermen anticipated. 


Estimates by budgetary of- 

ficials were increased by the 
Board of Aldermen last year 
in an attempt to balance the 
budget after the aldermen re- 
jected several revenue meas- 
ures recommended by the 
Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, 
' Receipts for the current fis- 
cal year will be slightly high- 
er than year, Poelker 
said, if tax rates are not 
changed. He estimated them 
at about $60,000,000. 

The current deficit must be 
cleared away first, however, 
he explained, leaving only 
$57,429,000 which can be ap- 
propriated for the current year. 

The amount available is $12,- 
137,000 less than the requests 
of department heads for min- 
imum amounts they contend is 
necessary to provide existing 
services. 

Their requests, after screen- 
ing and reduction by the Bud- 
get Bureau, are for appropri- 
ations totaling $69,566,000. 


“Freeze Order” Issued. 

Municipal services, held te 
an “austerity operation” by 
budgetary officials last year, 
were further curtailed in Jan- 


uary by a “freeze order” of the 
Board of Estimate, which ruled 
no further expenditures could 
be made nor could any vacan- 
cies in personnel be filled, ex- 
cept for emergency purposes. 

It was this freeze which per- 
mitted the city to keep the 
deficit as low as it is, Poelker 
stated. Without the freeze or- 
der, the deficit would have been 
$1,207,000 higher. 

The deficit figure does not 
include disputed expenditures 
of the Police Department for 
supplies and salaries of civilian 
personnel, which the city re- 
fused to charge against last 
year’s budget. 

City officials have contended 
the expenditures beyond ap- 
propriations must be con- 
sidered a deficit and charged 
against the department’s 
budget for this year. 

The Police Board disputes 
this view and has filed suit 
to compel the city to provide 
all funds the board believes are 
necessary to operate the de- 
partment. The case is pending 
before the Supreme Court of 
Missouri.

TOM CALLANAN. 


Ex-Sheriff Dead 
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THOMAS F. CALLANAN 


FX - POLITICAL 
LEADER, DIES 


Led Dominant Dem.- 
ocratic Faction in St. 
Louis. 


Thomas F, Callanan, former 
sheriff here and once a leader 
of a dominant Democratic po- 
litical faction in St. Louis, died 
today. 


He died of a heart ailment at 
Missouri Baptist Hospital, 
where he had been taken yes- 
terday from his home at 6067 
West Florissant avenue. He 
had suffered several heart at- 
tacks in recent years. He was 
59 years old. 

Mr. Callanan served succes- 
sive terms as coroner and sher- 
iff of St. Louis between 1944 
and 1952. 


Defeated in 1952. | 
He became a leader of a 
North Side Democratic faction 
which was reaching for state 
control until it was smashed 
in a hard-fought primary elec- 
tion fight in 1952. 

Given the financial support 
of the Steamfitters’ Union, 
bossed by his younger brother, 
Lawrence, Mr. Callanan had 
come a long way in politics 
since he was defeated for Dem- 
ocratic committeeman in 1936. 
The younger brother, whip- 
ping members of his union in 
line and supervising “contribu- 
tions” of large sums of money 
from the _ steamfitters, had 
vowed to “make Tom the big- 
gest man in the city.” Thomas 
Callanan had been mentioned 
as a mayoral candidate in the 
spring of 1953, but his star had 
fallen by then. 

Democratic party leaders in 
the city were surprised when 
he filed for the Democratic 
nomination for mayor in 1957. 
He was easily defeated in the 
primary by Mayor Raymond R., 
Tucker. 

The Callanans came _ into 
power in 1948 when they sup- 
ported Gov. Forrest Smith in 
his successful race. Through 
the Governor they sought to 
gain control of the Board of 
Police Commissioners, the Cir- 
cuit Attorney’s office and the 
Board of Election Commis- 


sioners. 
Police Changes. 


Early in 1952 the machine 
was reported behind an effort 
to put over major transfers in 
the Police Department, but the 
move failed when it met resist- 
ance from some board mem- 
bers and a great deal of pub- 
licity. 

Mr. Callanan and State Sen- 
ator Edward J. (Jellyroll) Ho- 
gan Jr., a political ally, were 
credited with having influ- 
enced the gerrymandering of

NEW DELHI, April 4 (UPI 
— The Chinese Communists 


were reported today to be send- 
ing heavy reinforcements into 
Tibet to crush the revolt of 
Khamba tribesmen. One re- 
port reaching New Delhi said 
100,000 more Red troops were 
being moved to Tibet. 
(Tibetans estimated several 
months — there were 300,000 
Chinese mmunist troops in 
Tibet. The Communists are be- 
lieved to have 50,000 to 70,000 
troops on the 12,000-foot Kyi 
river plain around Lhasa. The 
Associated Press said Tibet's 
guerrilla forces number about 
25,000 men, although some re- 
ports said 50,000 men still were 
fighting the Reds in north- 
eastern Tibet after some 20,000 
were killed and 40,000 captured 
over a five-month period.)

Reliable 
sources predicted that he will 
not be brought to New Delhi, 
but none could say exactly 
where he will go. 

Reliable sources here told re- 
porters they are sure the Dalai 
Lama “won’t say anything 
which would embarrass India’s 
position,” and newspapers here 
echoed the rather nervous as- 
surance today. 

“He does not wish to make 
any statement,” the British- 
owned newspaper Statesman 
said today. “He has no partic- 
ular view to propagate.” 

The Indian government is ex- 
pected to isolate him as much 
as possible as a precaution 
againts undiplomatic denuncia- 
tions of the Reds. 

(In Hong Kong, it was re- 
ported that Nationalist China’s 
President Chiang Kai-shek 
would offer the Dalai Lama 
political asylum in Formosa. 
Nationalist officials were re- 
ported asking India to extend 
the invitation.) 

Nehru Cautious. 

Nehru continued to be extra 
cautious in his comments on 
the situation, although he made 
a remark at a United Nations- 
sponsored convention here yes- 
terday that was regarded as a 
criticism of the Communists in 
Tibet. 

After a reference to Pancha- 
shila—the “five principles of 
peaceful co-e nce” agreed 
on some time ago by Nehru 
and Red China’s Mao Tse-tung 
—the premier said some people 
forget sueh principles where 
their own “narrow self-inter- 
est” is concerned. 

A refugee Tibetan lama sug- 
gested that an unsuccessful at- 
tempt by Khamba tribesmen to 
kidnap the Panchen Lama from 
Communist Chinese control 
may have led to the flareup 
in Tibet.

PERONGTS STIR 
RIOTS, 17 HURT 


Many Vehicles Burned 
—QOutbreak Quelled 
by Tear Gas, Jets of 
Colored Water. 


BUENOS AIRES, April 4 
(UPI) — Army troops, police 
and firemen restored order to 
downtown Buenos Aires today 
and workmen cleared the 
streets of busses, streetcars 
and automobiles overturned or 
burned by Peronist and Com- 
munist-led rioters last night. 

A bomb exploded early today 
in a church in the Palermo dis- 
trict, causing some damage, 
but it was not known whether 
it was connected with the riot- 
ing. No one was hurt. 

One policeman and three cl- 
vilians were shot and 13 other 
persons were injured before 
police using tear gas and jets 
of colored water ended the 
three-hour riot. One man was 
reported to have died of a 
heart attack and a police com- 
munique said 144 persons were 
arrested. 

About 500 rioters, who had 
massed before the Labor Min- 
istry and the Congressional 
Building 12 blocks away to pro- 
test against the government's 
austerity and labor control pol- 
icies, burned at least 12 auto- 
mobiles, three streetcars and a 
bus and damaged several police 
cars. 

They also wrecked five 
stores, littered the streets with 
glass from shop windows and 
tried to lynch a bus driver 
whose vehicle accidentally 
knocked down one demonstra- 
tor who was trying to set fire 
to a station wagon. 

The bus driver suffered a 

severe beating before his pas- 
sengers rescued him and car- 
ried him to shelter in a pri- 
vate home. 
The riots erupted at 6 p.m. 
when 500,000 members of 62 
Peronist-led and 19 Commu- 
nist-controlled unions called a 
six-hour strike to protest 
against President Frondizi's 
economic policies. 


RUSSIANS LIFT

The Foundation hcpes to announce 
further grants later in the year, and it is 
counting on support from the colleges and 
the school boards, too.

Some of the colleges have no formal teach- 
er-training departments. Others have such de- 
partments, but staff them with members of 
other departments, instead of experts in meth- 
odology. This draws a frown from orthodox 
educationists; and without changes in certifi- 
cation rules, teachers so trained will not be 
acceptable in some systems, no matter how 
competent. But it is to be hoped that the 
prestige of the Foundation and the co-operat- 
ing colleges, not to mention the scarcity of 
teachers, will change this. Says Clarence H. 
Faust, formerly of the University of Chicago 
and now vice president of the Foundation: 
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These new programs should serve to re- 
cruit abler young men and women into teach- 
ing. Many of those who are now repelled by 
or advised away from teaching as a_profes- 
sion can be recruited into it, we believe, if 
the preparation for teaching involves sub- 
stantial liberal education. 


He is right. The eager, intelligent student 
wants to study history, or science, or lan- 
guages, not methods.of teaching them. And 
the good teacher must know history, languages 
and sciences rather than methodology. It is 
important, of course, that he should know 
how to teach, but it is more important that he 
should know something worth teaching. The 
schools being helped by the Ford Foundation 
are putting the right shoe on the right foot. 


Set-Back for De Gaulle 

The French Communists, considerably 
weakened in the first parliamentary elections 
of the Fifth Republic, also lost seats in a re- 
cent second round of voting for mayors and 
municipal councilors. Their successes in the 
first round, however, left De Gaulle far short 
of his goal of running them out of all French 
elective offices. They wound up with 20,454 
seats compared with their previous 24,206. 
Other parties did not combine against the 
Communists as De Gaulle had planned. 

In the first round, the Communists won ma- 
jorities that made run-offs unnecessary in 
Paris and a dozen other large French cities. 
Their portion of the votes was 27.7 per cent 
compared with 19.5 per cent in the parliamen- 
tary elections a year ago. The Gaullist figure 
dropped from 22.7 to 20.8 per cent. 

The chief-reason is De Gaulle’s austerity 
program which has had an especially heavy 
impact on wage-earners. It has meant higher 
taxes, elimination of almost all veterans’ bo- 
nuses, sharp cuts in social security payments 
and subsidies, and a wage freeze in the face 
of sharply rising prices. 

To a lesser extent, the votes may reflect the 
continuation of the Algerian war and De 
Gaulle’s lack of dramatic achievements. This 
decline in popularity—at least for the time 
being—may. account for a certain touchiness 
on his part in dealing with the other Western 
governments; for example, his withdrawal of 
the French Mediterranean fleet from the 
NATO command and his complaint that the 
United States refuses to give him a promised 
nuclear-powered submarine. The man has 
his troubles. 


Don’t Tread on Them! 


New Yorkers are supposed to be slick 
enough to get anything they want, especially 
from those who live in less swollen towns. But 
this is not 100 per cent true. The New York 
City Council agreed the other day that the 
city ought to secede from the state. A plan 
to create the sovereign State of South New 
York was cheered in; the State Senate. Still,

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When India became independent, it ex- 
tended its policy of seeking peaceful relations 
to Peiping. In so doing, it recognized Chi- 
nese “suzerainty” over Tibet. Peiping prom- 
ised that Tibet would be completely autono- 
mous, self-governing, and with religious free- 
dom. How much this promise meant is now 
revealed. 


In turning Tibet into something like a Hun- 
gary of Asia, Peiping can expect many reper- 
cussions. The world has not forgotten how 
Peiping representatives at the Bandung Con- 
ference in 1955 were loudest among the many 
African and Asian nations in denouncing the 
exploitation of backward countries. What 
was said was aimed at the West but what has 
now been done in Tibet is sure to boomerang 
upon Peiping. 


Tragedy for Traffic Safety 

The Missouri House has weakened the point- 
system drivers’ license bill to such an extent 
that Representative Turpin of Pike county 
had to refer the bill to the informal calendar. 
He told the legislators to “go home and talk 
to the people” to see whether they were inter- 
ested in traffic safety. 


If the legislators will do what Mr. Turpin 
suggests, we think they will. reverse them- 
selves. The mounting accident toll on our 
highways, the mounting loss of life and prop- 
erty, the mounting insurance costs certainly 
concern everyone on Missouri's highways. 


The drivers’ license bill was at the heart of 
safety recommendations of a special interim 
committee which studied the subject. This is 
so because the license law offers a means, 
through suspension and revocation, of getting 
dangerous drivers off the road when they 
have proved that they are dangerous. 


Yet the legislators struck at the bill at just 
its strongest point. Representative Long of 
St. Louis sponsored the aniéndment under 
which a driver with no prior conviction could 
leave the scene of an accident in which some- 
one was injured, and still retain his right to 
drive. This contradicts the experience of 
other states with point system laws, which 
make suspension mandatory in such cases. It 
contradicts good sense. How many Missouri- 
ans think a motorist who injures someone 
and runs away’should be allowed to drive on 
and on? . 

That is the precise question which the 
House members might ask the voters back 
home. The answer they would get would cer- 
tainly promote a better drivers’ license law. 


In the Sky Over Berlin 


Although Soviet Russian-American relations 
over the Berlin air corridors are still far from 
settled, some degree of progress has been 
made since Wednesday. The degree depends 
upon..how..good the Russian assurances are 
and to what extent both nations can co-operate. 

The Russians speak of air security and as- 
sert any of our flights which are made above 
10,000-foot altitude in the Berlin area may re- 
sult in accidental collision with Russian planes. 
But they at least have said that they will re- 
frain from hostile action against any of our 
cargo and passenger planes which fly to West 
Berlin at altitudes above 10,000 feet. Since- 
turbojets fly more efficiently at higher alti- 
tudes, we want to fly them above 10,000 feet 
even though the British have been keeping 
their turbojets below the 10-000-foot ceiling. 


With the Berlin corridors crowded at the 
lower levels, it would alleviate the congestion 
if higher levels were used. Unless common 
sense prevails all around, the Berlin air cor- 
ridors may be passageways to disasters in the 
air. And any such disaster undoubtedly would 
make the strained diplomatic situation worse. 


Good, for County Children 


The County Council seems td be on the 
verge of ordering the area’s water supply 
fluoridated. If this turns out to be a fact 
and not a false alarm, 100,000 children in the 
county then will be in position to benefit from 
a protection against dental decay that young- 
sters in St. Louis have been enjoying since 
September 1955. 

Councilman Maurice Abramson introduced 
the fluoridation measure. He was joined by 
two Of his Democratic colleagues, Russell 
Grantham and Chairman Thomas C. Dunne, 
and by Republican Richard A. Hetlage. All 
except Mr. Dunne have been on the side of 
the children for months. Mr. Dunne’s signa- 
ture on the bill is a pleasant surprise for’ 
which we heartily commend him. 

That gives proponents four of the Council’s 
seven votes, or enough to pass the bill so 
long. as Supérvisor McNary makes no move to 
exercise his veto power. In that event a fifth 
vote would be necessary. Republican John 
Molloy has favored fluoridation in the past, 
and surely he would provide the power neces- 
sary to override. 

It is long past time that St. Louis county 
joined the twentieth century by fluoridating 
the water supply.

A RABBI WITH THE AMERICAN 
RED CROSS, by Ferdinand M. Isser- 
inan. (Whittier, 334 pgs., $3.95.) 


Like most national organizations 
during the time of the last world con- 
flict, the American Red Cross ex- 


‘panded its services and facilities, re- 


cruited and mo- 
bilized personnel 
and went to war. 
Its activities. fol- 
lowed .and sup- 
ported American 
service men in 
practically every 
theater of opera- 
tions. 

This book _ by 
Ferdinand M. Is- 
serman, rabbi of 
Temple Israel 
here for the last 30 years, is a vol- 
ume on the personal experiences of 
the author as they relate to part 
of the story of the Red Cross’s work 
during the Allied campaign in North 
Africa in World War Il. Rabbi Is- 
serman, who needs no introduction

Which “Star-Span- 
gled Banner” they had in mind is un- 
certain, and therein lies the tragedy 
of indifferent draftsmanship and 
preparation of legislation of any 
kind. ' 

As matters stand today, there is 
general agreement that Francis Scott 
Key wrote an immortal poem of four 
stanzas on Sept. 14, 1814 and that his 
words were intended to be sung to 
a popular melody of his day,. “To 
Anacreon in Heaven.” 

There is no agreement, however, 
as to what constitutes a standard ver- 
sion of the anthem. If a citizen writes 
to a government agency for the 
words and music of the national

THE BACKGROUND TO CURRENT

Inherent as a handicap in all books 
surveying current world conditions 
is the fast-moving pace of events 
which dates much analysis before it 
comes off the press. For this flaw, 
this volume also has no patent pro- 
tection—in fact, however, much of 
its basic background will stand up 
for some time as a foundation for 
reader understanding. 


Part of the favorable structure is 
due to the rather carefully objective 
treatment, although there is no pre- 
tense about the author’s British back- 
ground. As a university don in Leeds 
and lecturer for officers at the Staff 
College, he has maintained a skillful 
balance between chauvinism and 
scholarly detachment.

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SYMPHONY BLENDS 
OLD AND NEW WORKS 


Afternoon Finale Concert | 


Is One of Season’s 
Best. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

The St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra made its adieu to the 
Friday afternoon subscription 
audience yesterday at the 
KLorassan Room of the Chase 
Hotel. Though the season has 
been a troubled one in several 
respects, the’ concert that 
ushered it out was one of its 
best for both the orchestra and 

_the conductor, Edward van 
Remoortel. 

The program, to begin with, 
was an artful and enterprising 
combination of the new and 
the old in that it offered a con- 
temporary American work and 
a suite by Prokofieff as an off- 
set to the familiar Cesar 
Franck symphony. 

The Ameriean composer was 
Gordon Blinkerd, from the 
Music School of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, who was rep- 
resented by his Symphony No. 
1. The harmonic character of 
this short work was modern, 
though not severely so, and 
each of its three movements 
was strongly organized. Aside 
from the intellectual satisfac- 
tion it produced, the first and 
third movements had a stimu- 
lating rbythmic vitality. The 
third movement, which fol- 
lowed a fugal arrangement, 
but one that was not too re- 
strictive, was ‘the most ef- 

. fective of the three by reason 
by its lively, insistent, dance- 
like movement which was both 
propulsive and melodic. 


The composer was in the 
audience and shared the 
honors of the occasion with 
orchestra and conductor. 


Prokofieff’s “Scythian Suite,” 
like Stravinsky’s “Rite of 
Spring,” is an evocation of 
pagan Russia. Though the two 
works are not similar in pur- 
pose, it is worth noting that 
Prokofieff discloses a finer in- 
vention and a greater range of 
descriptive coloring. At the 
same time the “Scythian Suite” 
expresses in rhythm, color and 
dynamic contrast the surge of 
primitive life whose mythology 
had inspired the work. 

Mr. Van Remoortel and the 
orchestra gave a free-moying | 
performance, vigorous in its 
convulsive aspects and brilliant 
in its shimmering color. 

The orchestra also turned in 
an excellent performance of 
the Franck symphony in re- 
sponse to the conductor's 
steady and flexible control. 
The quasi-religious character 
of the music was enhanced by 
its consistently lyrical treat- 
ment and enriched by a variety 
of shading.

EXPECTS NO SUDDEN 
DEFEAT OF CANCER 


Research “scientists have de- 
veloped a drug which shows 
promise for treatment of one 
type of cancer and will in time 
develop other drugs affective 
against many types of cancer, 
Dr. Charles S. Cameron, dean 
of Hahnemann Medical College, 
Philadelphia, said here last 
night. 

Speaking at a dinner meeting 
of the St. Louis unit of the 
American Cancer Society at 
Bishop Tuttle Memorial, 1210 
Locust street, Dr. Cameron 
said additional anti-cancer 
drugs would not come “like a 
bolt from the blue” but that 
the “mystery of cancer will 
gradually crumble before the 
attrition tactics of an army of 
scientists.” “ 

Dr. Cameron, who is scien- 
tific director and vice president 
of the American Cancer So- 
ciety, had with him at the 
| meeting a hamster, which had 
been used in cancer research. 
Of it he said: : 
| “My hamster friend here is 
a cured cancer patient. Some | 
months ago it had a full-blown, 
actively growing cancer, as did 
its litter mates. This one was 
given a newly developed anti- 
cancer, or growth-resisting, 
drug. This one survived to 
make this trip.” 

Dr. Cameron declined to 
name the drug used. He said 
the type of cancer the hamster 
had was melanoma, which 
sometimes develops in moles 
on the skin. 

“If science has been able to 
do it for one kind of cancer in 
one kind of animal with one 
kind of drug, I have every con- 
fidence that in time to come 
science will develop other 
drugs effective against many 
cancers—probably all cancers 
—in the human species,” he 
| said. 

He made an appeal for re- 
search funds, stating that the 
“scientific frontier is extending 
so rapidly that government ap- 
| propriations cannot keep pace 
with them.” 

In discussing the magnitude 
'of cancer, Dr. Cameren said it 
causes 260,000 deaths a year; 
| 700, 000 persons are suffering 
from it, and 40,000,000 persons 
in this ‘country alone * ‘are des- 
tined to be its victims.”

Dr. Cadigan said in an inter- 
view at Rochester, N.Y., where 
he is rector of St. Paul’s Epis- 
copal Church. 

“The church must deal more 
realistically with the problem 
of race discrimination, the 
problem of international un- 
derstanding, and the disease of 
alcoholism,” he said. The Rev. 
Dr. Cadigan was a member of 
the Joint Commission on Alco- 
holism, set up by the 1952 gen- 
eral convention of the Episco- 
pal Church. 

Expresses Humility. 

“I feel very humble as I 
face my new tasks in St. Louis 
and Missouri,” he said. “I want 
very much to use myself un- 
selfishly and intelligently in 
this new position.” 

The Rev. Dr. Cadigan has 
never lived outside the East 
for any length of time, but 
said he is looking forward to 
the experience. “I have heard 
of the friendliness, openness 
and sincerity of the people in 
the Middle West,” he added. 

The Rev. Dr. Cadigan comes 
to St. Louis with an extensive 
education, plus two honorary 
doctorates of divinity from 
Amherst College and Hobart 
College. He was graduated 
cum laude from Amherst: in 


| 1933. The next two years he 


attended the Episcopal Theo- 
logical School at Cambridge, 
Mass., then received the Simp- 
son Fellowship from Amherst, 
which enabled him to attend 
Jesus College at Cambridge 
University, England. 

Despite his high scholastic 
achievements at Amherst, the 
bishop-elect was not a youth 
to keep his nose in books. He 
was a member of Delta Kappa 
Epsilon social fraternity. His 
first year at Amherst he was 
elected captain of the freshman 
football team, then played 
varsity football for three years 
more, and was captain of the 
team in his senior year.

The State Senate Resolutions 
Committee was urged today to 
defeat a pending resolution for

In a letter to the committee, 
Joseph P. Clark, president of 
the AFL-CIO St. Louis Labor 
Council, representing 150,000 
union members here, said, “we 
sincerely urge that this resolu- 
tion be defeated.”

n the southeastern corner of 
Asia, exactly halfway round 
the globe from Gettysburg, Pa.

The southern half, with 
its 12,000,000 people, is free 
but poor. It is an wunder- 
developed country—its econo- 
my is weak—average individual 
income being less than $200 a 
year, The northern half has 
been taken over by Commu- 
nism. <A line of demarcation 
running along the seventeenth 
parallel separates the two. To 
the north of this line stand 
several Communist divisions. 
These facts pose to South Viet 
Nam two great tasks:  self- 
defense and economic growth. 

Understandably, the people 
of Viet Nam want to make 
their country a thriving, self- 
sufficient member of the fam- 
ily of nations. This means 
a expansion. 

ital Is Needed. 

For Viet Nam’s economic 
growth, the acquisition of cap- 
ital is necessary. Now, the na- 
tion could create the capital 


whether in school or out. 
No matter how much intel- 


lectual luggage owe i carry 
around in our heads, it be- 
comes valuable only if we 


know how to use the informa- 
tion—only if we are able to re- 
late one fact of a problem to 
the others, do we truly under- 
stand them. 

This is my subject today— 
the need for greater indi- 
vidual and collective under- 
standing of the international 
facts of today’s life. More 
specifically we need to un- 
derstand our country’s pur- 
pose and role in strengthen- 
ing the world’s free nations 
which, with us, see our con- 
cepts of freedom and human 
dignity threatened by athe- 
istic dictatorship. 

In the last analysis, in a re- 
public such as ours, the poli- 

cies that are effectively car- 
ried out by government are 
those supported by the people. 
If through education—no mat- 
ter how acquired—people de- 
velop understanding of basic 
issues, and so can distinguish 
between the commbdn, long- 
term good of all, on the one 
hand, and convenient but 
short-sighted expediency on 
the other, they will support 


policies under which the na- 
tion will prosper. | 


the discernment to understand, 
or the character to rise above 
their own selfish short-term in- 
terests, free government would 
become well nigh impossible to 
sustain. Such a government 
would be reduced to nothing 
more than a device which seeks 
merely to accommodate itself 
and the country’s good to the 
bitter tugs-of-war of conflict- 
ing pressure groups. Disaster 
could eventually result. 
Though the subject that I. 
assigned myself is neither ab- 


struse nor particularly difficult 
to comprehend, its importance 
to our national and individual 
lives is such that failure to 
marshal, organize and analyze 
the facts pertaining to it could 
have for us all consequences of 
the most serious character.

In either of these ways the 
economic problem of Viet Nam 
could be solved. But only the 
second way can preserve free- 


dom. 

Yet there is still the other of 
Viet Nam’s great problems— 
how to support the military 
forces it needs without crush- 
ing its economy. 

Because of the proximity of 
large Communist military for- 
mations in the north, free Viet 
Nam must maintain substantial 
numbers of men under arms. 
Moreover, while the govern- 
ment has shown real progress 
in cleaning out Communist 


would be far more than we 
now must bear—indeed more 
It is located, as you know,}than we could afford. The 


added costs would be paid not 
only in vastly increased out- 
lays of money, but in larger 
drafts of our youth into the 
military establishment, and in 
terms of increased danger to 
our own securtiy and pros- 
perity. 

No matter what areas of fed- 
eral spending should be cur- 
tailed—and some should—our 
safety comes first. Since that 
safety is necessarily based on 


its protection must equally en- 
gage our earnest attention. 

As a different kind of ex- 
ample of free nation interde- 
pendence, there is Japan, where 
very different problems exist— 
problems equally vital to the 
security of the free world. 
Japan is an essential counter- 
weight to Communist strength 
in Asia. Her industrial power 
is the heart of any collective 
effort to defend the Far East 
against aggression. 

Her more than 90,000,000 
people occupy a country where 
the arable land is no more 
than that of California. 

More perhaps than any other 
industrial nation, Japan must 
export to live. Last year she 
had a substantial trade deficit. 
At one time she hac a thriving 
trade with Asia, particularly 
with her nearest neighbors. 
All that is largely gone. Her 
problems grow more grave. 

For Japan there must be 
more free world outlets for her 
products She does not want to 

compelled to become de- 
pendent as a last resort upon 
the Communist empire. Should 
she ever be forced to that ex- 
tremity, the blow to free world 
security would be incalculable; 
at the lest it would mean for 
all other free nations greater 
sacrifice, greater danger, and 
lessened economic strength. 

What happens depends large- 
ly on what the free world na- 
tions can, and will, do. 

Upon us rests a heavy re- 
sponsibility. We must weigh 
the facts, fit them in place, and 
decide on our course of action. 

Trade Is the Key. 


For a country as large, as 
industrious, and as progressive 
as Japan to exist with the help 
of grant aid by others, pre- 
sents no satisfactory solution. 
Furthermore, for us, the cost 
would be, over the.long term, 
increasingly heavy. Trade is 
the key to a durable Japanese

000 in machinery, chemicals, 
coal, cotton and other items 
from us—and thus made jobs 
for many thousands of Amer- 
icans. 

She paid for these with 
American dollars earned large- 
ly from the good she sold to 
us. If she had earned more 
dollars she would have bought 
more goods, to our mutual ad- 
vantage and the strengthening 
of freedom. 

West Berlin Problem. 


Now I turn to one other 
case, where the hard realities 
of living confront us with still 
a further challenge. I refer to 
West Berlin, a city of over 2,- 
000,000 people whose freedom 
we are pledged to defend. 

Here we have another prob- 
lem but not a unique one. It is 

of the continuing effort 
of the Communist conspiracy 
to attain one over-riding goal: 
World domination. 


Against this background we 
understand that the mere 
handing over of a single city 
could not possibly satisfy the 
Communists, even though 
they would particularly like 
to eliminate what has been 


called the “free world’s show | 


case behind the Iron Cur- 
tain.” Indeed, even if we 
should acquieste in the un- 
thinkable sacrifice of 2,000,- 
000 free Germans, such a con- 
fession of weekness would 
dismay our friends and em- 
bolden the Communists to 
step up their campaign of 
domination. 

The course of appease- 
ment is not only dishonor- 
able, it is the most danger- 
ous one we could pursue. 
The World paid a high price 
for the lesson of Munich— 
but it learned it well. 

We have learned, too, 
that the costs of defending 
freedom—of defending 
America—must be paid in 
many forms. They are asses- 
sed against us in all parts 
of the world—in Berlin, 
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and resolution. 
There will never be an easy 
place for us to make a stand, 
but there is a best one. 

The best one is where prin- - 
ciple points, Deep in that prin- 
ciple is the truth that we cans 
not afford the loss of any free 
nation—for whenever freedom 
is destroyed anywhere we are,
